Interpol warns of possible 
Al-Qaeda attacks in US, 
Europe 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ri¬ 
ders on the Washington metro 
system were warned yesterday 
to expect random checks of 
carry-on items two days after 
the government disclosed the 
arrest of an Afghan man for al¬ 
legedly threatening to bomb 
the system. 

The stepped-up security 
measures at the height of the 
Christmas shopping season 
also coincided with a warning 
by Interpol that it had received 
information about possible Al- 
Qaeda attacks in the United 
States and Europe. 

Metro Transit Police "will 
conduct random inspections of 
carry-on items, as part of the 
continuously changing law en¬ 
forcement programs designed 
to keep the system safe," the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority said in a 
statement. 

Police will use bomb-sniff¬ 
ing dogs and sensors that rely 
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on ionization technology to 
check the bags for hazardous 
materials, it said. 

The inspections would take 
only minutes and were de¬ 
signed to be "non-intrusive," it 
said. 

"Carry on items will gene¬ 
rally not be opened and physi¬ 
cally inspected unless the 
equipment indicates a need for 
further inspection," it said. 

People can refuse the in¬ 
spections, but they will be pro¬ 
hibited from bringing their 
bags into stations, the agency 
said.

BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
Two people were reported 
dead in a road accident in 
Germany yesterday as large 
parts of the country were 
buried under snow, causing 
traffic chaos and closing 
schools in several areas. 

Neighbouring countries 
took precautionary action as 
another huge blizzard was 
forecast. 

More than 170 road acci¬ 
dents were reported in the 
western state of North Rhine - 
Westphalia alone and there 
were huge traffic jams on 
motorways across the coun¬ 
try, with hundreds of station¬ 
ary lorries backed up. 

Bitterly cold weather was 
returning to Britain with a 
vengeance with widespread 
ice and snow due over the 
next few days, forecasters 
said. 

Up to a foot (30 centime¬ 
tres) of snow could fall in 
some areas by Saturday, with 
Scotland bracing for some of 
the most severe weather for

Between 10 and 20 cen¬ 
timeters (four and eight 
inches) of snow were ex¬ 
pected to fall in Belgium's 
hilly southern Ardennes area, 
the Royal Meteorological In¬ 
stitute said on its website. 


LYON, France (AFP) - Inter¬ 
pol said yesterday it had re¬ 
ceived information from its 
office in Baghdad about possi¬ 
ble Al-Qaeda attacks on US 
and European targets. 

"We received information 
yesterday from the Interpol of¬ 
fice in Baghdad about possible 
threats, especially in the US 
and Europe, due to orders

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
WikiLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange pledged to clear his 
name of allegations of sexual 
assault and pursue his work 
with the whistleblowing web¬ 
site after he was freed on bail 
by a London court yesterday. 

"I hope to continue my 
work and continue to protest 
my innocence in this matter 
and to reveal as we get it — 
which we have not yet — the

No Dutch cannabis for foreigners, 
says EU court 


LUXEMBOURG, (AFP) Eu¬ 
rope's top court ruled Thursday 
that Dutch authorities can bar 
foreigners from cannabis 
cafes, upholding a border 
town's restriction as a justified 
measure to combat drug 
tourism. 

Inundated by foreign visi¬ 
tors, the town of Maastricht, 
near the Belgian and German 
borders, imposed a new law in 
2005 to prohibit marijunana- 
selling "coffee shops" from ad¬ 
mitting people who do not 
reside in the Netherlands. 

Maastricht's 14 pot cafes at¬ 
tract around 10,000 visitors 
every day, or 3.9 million a 
year, and 70 percent of them 
are not from the Netherlands, 
according to town data cited by 
the European Court of Justice. 

The town's restrictions 
comply with European Union 
law despite the 27-nation 
bloc's freedom of movement 
regulations, the Luxembourg- 
based court ruled. 



by the objective of combating 
drug tourism and the accompa¬ 
nying public nuisance," the 
court said, adding that it is a 
concern for the public order 
and health of citizens in all EU 
states. 

The mayor of Maastricht 
temporarily closed the Easy 
Going coffee shop in Septem¬ 
ber 2006 after it admitted two 
non-residents. 

The owner of the establish¬ 
ment, Marc Josemans, chal¬ 
lenged the decision and argued 
that the legislation represented 
an unjustified, unequal treat¬ 
ment of EU citizens, the court 
said. 


He also stated that the law, 
in contradiction with EU laws, 
denies non-residents the possi¬ 
bility of buying non-alcoholic 
drinks and food in coffee 
shops. 

But the top court ruled that 
a coffee shop owner could not 
rely on the EU's freedom of 
movement and non-discrimi¬ 
nation principles to market 
cannabis. 

The governments of Bel¬ 
gium, Germany and France 
have linked drug tourism to 
"public order problems," in¬ 
cluding the illegal export of 
marijuana, in their own coun¬ 
tries, the court noted. 

Though it remains techni¬ 
cally illegal, the Netherlands 
decriminalised the consump¬ 
tion and possession of under 
five grammes (0.18 ounces) of 
cannabis in 1976 under ^’tol¬ 
erance" policy.

Arctic icecap safe from runaway 
melting: study

PARIS (AFP) - There is no 
"tipping point” beyond which 
climate change will in¬ 
evitably push the Arctic ice 
cap into terminal melt off, ac¬ 
cording to a study released 
Wednesday. 

The northern polar cap has 
shrunk between 15 and 20 
percent over the last 30 years, 
unleashing concern that on 
current trends — with re¬ 
gional temperature increases 
twice or triple the global av¬ 
erage — it could disappear en¬ 
tirely during the summer 
months by century's end. 

One of the factors in this 
calculation is a so-called pos¬ 
itive feedback, in which a re¬ 
duced area of floating ice 
helps to stoke global warm¬ 
ing. 

As ice cover recedes 
decade by decade, more of 
the Sun's radiative force is 
absorbed by dark-blue sea 
rather than bounced back into 
space by reflective ice and 
snow. 

But a new study published 
in the British science journal 
Nature shows that there is 
nothing inevitable about this 
process, and that it can be 
halted or even reversed. 

"There is no 'tipping point' 
that would result in unstop¬ 
pable loss of summer sea ice 
when greenhouse gas-driven 
warming rose above a certain 
threshold,” said Steven Am- 
strup, a professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington and 
lead author of the study. 

Up to now, many scien¬ 
tists worried that there was an 
as yet unidentified tempera¬ 
ture threshold which, once 
passed, would doom the ice 
cap. 

But the study, based on 
computer models, indicates 
that if annual emissions of 
greenhouse gases are sub¬ 
stantially reduced over the 
next two decades, an initial 


phase of rapid ice loss would 
be followed by a period of 
stability and, eventually, par¬ 
tial recovery. 

If so, that could mean a re¬ 
prieve for polar bears, which 
use floating ice shelves as a 
staging areas for stalking 
ringed and bearded seals, 
their preferred food. 

Already today, many of 
the majestic predators are 
teetering on the edge of star¬ 
vation because the ice melts 
sooner in spring and forms 
later in autumn, shortening 
their hunting season. 

The new research "offers a 
very promising, hopeful mes¬ 
sage,” said co-author and 
University of Washington 
professor Cecilia Blitz. 

"But it's also an incentive 
for mitigating greenhouse gas 
emissions,” she said in a 
statement. 

In earlier research, Am- 
strup and colleagues had cal¬ 
culated that only a third of 
the world's estimated 22,000 
polar bears would still be 
around by 2050, and that 
even these survivors could 
eventually disappear. 

In 2008, Washington listed 
polar bears under the Endan¬ 
gered Species Act. 

Earlier this week, more 
than 150 biologists and cli¬ 
mate scientists called in an 
open letter on US President 
Barack Obama to step up ac¬ 
tion to save the Arctic's top 
predator. 

The US Department of the 
Interior faces a court-im¬ 
posed deadline next week on 
whether polar bears should 
continue to be classified 
merely as "threatened” or 
given maximum protection 
under US law as "endan¬ 
gered.” 

And a separate study also 
published in Nature Wednes¬ 
day warned that melting ice 


was pushing Arctic mammals 
to breed with cousin species, 
in a trend that could be push¬ 
ing the polar bear and other 
iconic animals towards ex¬ 
tinction.

Science of man-made life can 
proceed: US panel 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
White House panel said on 
Thursday the controversial 
field of synthetic biology, or 
manipulating the DNA of or¬ 
ganisms to forge new life 
forms, poses limited risks and 
should be allowed to pro¬ 
ceed. 

An expert commission 
convened by President 
Barack Obama advised vigi¬ 
lance and self-regulation as 
scientists seek ways to create 
new organisms that could 
spark useful innovations in 
clean energy, pollution con¬ 
trol and medicine. 

The Presidential Commis¬ 
sion for the Study of Bioeth- 
ical Issues "concluded that 
synthetic biology is capable 
of significant but limited 
achievements posing limited 
risks,” it said in its first re¬ 
port. 

"Future developments 
may raise further objections, 
but the Commission found no 
reason to endorse additional 
federal regulations or a mora¬ 
torium on work in this field at 
this time.” 


The 13-member panel of 
scientists, ethicists and public 
policy experts was created by 
Obama last year. 

Its first order of business 
was to consider the issue of 
synthetic biology after the J. 
Craig Venter Institute an¬ 
nounced in May it had devel¬ 
oped the first self-replicating 
bacteria cell controlled by a 
synthetic genome. 

Critics said the discovery 
was tantamount to "playing 
God,” creating organisms 
without adequate understand¬ 
ing the ramifications, and up¬ 
setting the natural order. 

Announcing the creation 
of the "first synthetic cell,” 
lead researcher Craig Venter 
said at the time it "certainly 
changed my views of the def¬ 
initions of life and how life 
works.” 

But the commission said 
Venter's team had not actu¬ 
ally created life, since the 
work mainly involved alter¬ 
ing an already existing life 
form. 

"Thoughtful deliberation 
about the meaning of this 


achievement was impossible 
in the hours that elapsed be¬ 
tween the breaking news and 
the initial round of commen¬ 
taries that ensued,” it said in 
its report. 

"Of note, many scientists 
observe that this achievement 
is not tantamount to 'creating 
life' in a scientific sense be¬ 
cause the research required a 
functioning, naturally occur¬ 
ring host cell to accept the 
synthesized genome.” 

Commission chair Amy 
Gutmann said the panel con¬ 
sidered a range of approaches 
to regulating the new scien¬ 
tific field, from allowing un¬ 
bridled freedom to imposing 
strict government regulation 
on experiments. 

"We chose a middle 
course to maximize public 
benefits while also safe¬ 
guarding against risks,” she 
said. 

"Prudent vigilance sug¬ 
gests that federal oversight is 
needed and can be exercised 
in a way that is consistent 
with scientific progress.”

Australians have highest rate of 
skin cancer: study 



SYDNEY,Australia (AFP) - 
Australia’s sun worshipping 
culture means the country's 22 
million people are 13 times 
more likely to develop skin 
cancer than the global average, 
according to a new study re¬ 
leased Thursday. 

The "Cancer in Australia 
2010" report compiled by a 
government agency revealed 
that the sun-drenched and 


beach-loving nation has the 
globe's highest rate of deadly 
melanoma and one of the 
highest overall rates of can¬ 
cer. 

Melanoma — the most vir¬ 
ulent form of skin cancer — is 
caused by harmful ultraviolet 
light from the sun. 

Australia's proximity to 
Antarctica, where there is a 
hole in the ozone layer that 
filters out UV rays, also in¬ 
creases the risk. 

However, higher rates of 
detection and tracking also 
explain the number of cases 
of cancer diagnosed each year, 
according to lead researcher 
Christine Sturrock from the 
Australian Institute of Health 
and Welfare. 

"The fact we are very good 
at tracking cancers goes some 
way to explaining this, as most 
other countries are not as 
good," Sturrock told AFP. 

"But we have the highest 
rate of skin cancer in the 


world." 

The overall number of Aus¬ 
tralians being diagnosed with 
cancer increased by 27 percent 
between 1982 and 2007, even 
taking population growth into 
account, due in part to the 
country's ageing population. 

However, death rates from 
the disease have fallen by 16 
percent in the same period, 
which Sturrock said was the 
one of the most pleasing find¬ 
ings from the report, which 
analysed cancer data from 
across the country. 

"One of the most positive 
findings to emerge was the 
dramatic decrease in deaths 
from cancers," she said. 

The report also identified 
an increased incidence of lym¬ 
phoid cancers, prostate cancer 
and breast cancer among peo¬ 
ple living in higher socio-eco¬ 
nomic areas. However, 
Sturrock said the reasons for 
this remained unclear. 


California mom sues McDonald's over Happy Meals 



LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - A mother-of-two from 
California launched a class-ac¬ 



tion lawsuit 
against McDon¬ 
ald's, claiming the 
toys given out 
with Happy Meals 
unfairly lure kids 
into eating un¬ 
healthy food. 

Monet Parham 
is spearheading 
the suit backed by 
the Center for Sci¬ 
ence in the Public 
Interest (CSPI), 
aimed at stopping 
the fast-food giant's use of toys 
in marketing aimed directly at 
small children. 

The CSPI says such mar¬ 
keting illegally exploits chil¬ 
dren. Parham says the main 
reason her six-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Maya, asks to go to Mc- 
Donald?s is to get toys based 
on Barbie, i-Carly, Shrek, or 
Strawberry Shortcake. 

"I am concerned about the 
health of my children and feel 
that McDonald?s should be a 
very limited part of their diet 
and their childhood experi¬ 
ence," said Parham, from 
Sacramento. 

"But as other busy, working 
moms and dads know, we have 
to say 'no' to our young chil¬ 
dren so many times, and Mc- 
Donald?s makes that so much 
harder to do. 

"I object to the fact that Mc- 
Donald?s is getting into my 
kids? heads without my per¬ 
mission and actually changing 
what my kids want to eat." 


The CSPI cited the Institute 
of Medicine and the American 
Psychological Association as 
saying that "kids as young as 
Maya do not have the cogni¬ 
tive maturity to understand the 
persuasive intent of advertis¬ 
ing." 

"Every time McDonald?s 
markets a Happy Meal directly 
to a young child, it exploits a 
child's developmental vulnera¬ 
bility and violates several 
states' consumer protection 
laws," said CSPI litigation di¬ 
rector Steve Gardner. 

McDonald's said it would 
defend itself against the law¬ 
suit, which Parham and the 
CSPI said they were filing in 
the California Superior Court 
in San Francisco. 

"We are proud of our 
Happy Meals and intend to 
vigorously defend our brand," 
spokeswoman Bridget Coffing 
told the LA Times newspaper, 
adding that Happy Meals offer 
quality foods in smaller por¬ 
tions appropriate for children. 

"We are confident that par¬ 
ents understand and appreciate 
that Happy Meals are a fun 
treat, with quality, right-sized 
food choices for their children 
that can fit into a balanced 
diet," she added. 

The action came after San 
Francisco last month agreed to 
ban promotional toys served 
with food that doesn't meet 
strict nutritional standards, fol¬ 
lowing a similar move in 
nearby Santa Clarita in April.

Social networking sites can 
help prevent pandemics: 
experts 



CASABLANCA,Morocco 
(AFP) - Social networking 
sites such as Facebook and 
Twitter greatly help in detect¬ 
ing and containing the spread 
of pandemics, experts at a 
global health conference said. 

The plethora of information 
on the Internet is almost a new 
stage in the detection and pre¬ 
vention of contagious diseases, 
they said at the gathering 
which ended Wednesday. 

"Social networking sites 
such as Twitter or Facebook, 
which are interactive and con¬ 
tributory, can help in the detec¬ 
tion and prevention of 
pandemics," said Patty 
Kostkova, a researcher at Lon¬ 
don's City University, speaking 
to AFP in translated remarks. 


"These networks can also 
make interactions between 
doctors and patients more ef¬ 
fective," she said. 

Others said tweets and mes¬ 
sages from worried local pop¬ 
ulations could also lead to the 
detection of emerging pan¬ 
demics. 

"Putting together the mass 
of information which circu¬ 
lates in and through social net¬ 
working sites, adding them up 
and then officially recognising 
them as important," said Gayo 
Diallo, a university researcher 
in Bordeaux, France univer¬ 
sity. 

"We can also use social net¬ 
works through Smartphones to 
treat a patient at home instead 
of hospitalising them," he said.

Seaweed demands fal

Europe acts to protect euro from 
debt shocks 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Europe moved yeysterday to 
shore up the euro despite divi¬ 
sions over how to bury market 
fears of a fresh debt crisis en¬ 
gulfing Portugal and Spain. 

European Union leaders 
met behind closed doors to lay 
the foundation for a permanent 
financial rescue system from 
January 2013 to protect the eu¬ 
rozone — a new milestone in 
the evolution of the 27-nation 
EU. 

"We all share the same ob¬ 
jective: to ensure a stable Eu¬ 
rope and currency," German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
said, calling the future euro cri¬ 
sis umbrella a "big piece of 
solidarity between the states 
that share the euro." 

Greek Prime Minister 
George Papandreou, whose 
government was forced to im¬ 
plement deeply unpopular aus¬ 
terity measures in return for a 
110-billion-euro bailout in 
May, said all of Europe had to 
act together. 

"The challenge today is not 
what we as member states or 
nations are doing to shore up 
our (individual) economy, the 
challenge is a collective one 
now," he said. 

As the summit was getting 


underway Moody's Investors 
Service warned that it could 
further downgrade its rating on 
Greek sovereign bonds be¬ 
cause of doubts over the coun¬ 
try's capacity to reduce its debt 
to sustainable levels. 

Moody's took similar action 
against Spain, another finan¬ 
cially vulnerable eurozone 
country, on Wednesday. 

The outcome of the summit 
here is keenly awaited on fi¬ 
nancial markets that have been 
in a state of high uncertainty 
and nervousness for months, 
driving Ireland to follow 
Greece into rescues by the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund. 

Under-pressure Portugal 
and Spain are to provide de¬ 
tails of national economic re¬ 
forms after leaders agreed at 
their last gathering in October 
to tighten budgetary discipline. 

EU leaders though are di¬ 
vided on calls to boost the cof¬ 
fers of a temporary rescue fund 
and to create joint eurozone 
bonds to help governments of 
weaker economies borrow 
money at lower interest rates. 

Overall backstop emer¬ 
gency resources currently total 
750 billion euros (about a tril¬ 


lion dollars) when IMF and 
non-euro EU contributions are 
added to the eurozone's 440- 
billion-euro fund. 

But in a clear warning that 
political solidarity needs to be 
anchored in hard cash, the Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank said 
shortly before the summit 
opened that it will almost dou¬ 
ble its reserves. 

The ECB has bought 72 bil¬ 
lion euros of government 
bonds to contain gaps in yields 
between Germany and finan¬ 
cially struggling eurozone 
states since May and is urging 
governments to beef up the 
EFSF.

green, red or yellow. With 
more than 2,000 known vari¬ 
eties worldwide, (A recently 
discovered one it rates so far 
off the Scoville heat measure¬ 
ment scale that some con¬ 
sider it arrived on earth as an 
alien.) Madam Jeanet is close 
to the top. 

Zero is the rating for sweet 
banana pepper (no heat); 


2,500 to 5,000 for the 
jalapeno; 100,000 to 300,000 
for the habenero; the Madam 
is in the 200,000 plus range.

For first-timers, please start 
with ’un tiki' (a little bit); for 
those whose palates are ac¬ 
customed to hot!, we suggest 
you also go,'poco poco' 
(slowly) and then go for it!"

CNN host Larry King hands over 
his vintage microphone 



LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Veteran CNN talk 
show host Larry King hanged 
up his famous suspenders yes¬ 
terday, after a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury of interviewing the 
powerful and famous. 

The 77-year-old, who will 
be succeeded by former 
British journalist Piers Mor¬ 
gan, is finally retiring from 
"Larry King Live," the show 
he has presented on the At¬ 
lanta-based news network 
since 1985. 

Typically combining high 
politics with showbiz news 
and gossip, interviewees on his 
final shows this week have in¬ 
cluded Barbra Streisand and 
former British premier Tony 
Blair. 

Born Larry Zeiger in 
Brooklyn, the CNN icon has 
become one of the most recog¬ 
nizable figures on US televi¬ 
sion, after previously 
anchoring a national radio 
show for seven years. 

Over the decades the 
gravel-voiced broadcaster has 
quizzed everyone who is any¬ 
one on his nightly programme, 
including every US president 
since Gerald Ford. 

Other highlights included 
Playboy founder Hugh Hefner 
with a bevvy of Playmate girl¬ 
friends, Mike Tyson inter¬ 
viewed inside the boxing ring 
at the MGM Grand in Las 
Vegas, and Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat. 

While critics say his inter¬ 
viewing style can be too soft- 
soap, others argue that's why 
he gets everyone to come on 
his show, winning scoops 
which some credit with help¬ 
ing establish CNN in its early 
days. 

The Emmy award-winner 
has conducted over 40,000 in¬ 


terviews over the years, and 
recently broke the world 
record for the same TV inter¬ 
view show in the same time 
slot with the same presenter. 

To celebrate his 40th an¬ 
niversary in broadcasting, Tin¬ 
sel Town honored King in 
1997 with a star on the Walk of 
Fame on Hollywood Boule¬ 
vard, a short walk from CNN's 
LA offices. 

King's private life has been 
almost as storied as his on¬ 
screen career: in April he filed 
for divorce from his seventh 
wife Shawn Southwick, citing 
"irreconcilable differences." 

Although Southwick was 
King's seventh wife, it was the 
eighth time he had filed for a 
divorce. He was twice married 
and divorced to Alene Akins, 
with whom he split in 1972. 

Tributes have been flowing 
since he announced he was 
leaving the show. "We will 
miss Larry's giggle. We will 
miss Larry's stupid sus¬ 
penders," said Washington 
Post TV columnist Lisa de 
Moraes. 

"We will miss the way he, 
at times, has no idea who he is 


interviewing. There will never 
be another like Larry," she 
added. 

King's last show, broadcast 
from CNN's Los Angeles of¬ 
fices on Sunset Boulevard, 
will air at 6:00 pm Pacific 
Coast Time (0200 GMT) 
Thursday, and CNN says it has 
"a bunch of surprises for him." 

But King insists he is not 
retiring. 

He is contracted to do four 
"specials" per year for CNN, 
as well as more of the charity 
work he has done for years. 

He is expected to remain a 
regular at the Beverly Hills 
delicatessen he has frequented 
for years for breakfast. 

Former British tabloid edi¬ 
tor turned talent show judge 
Morgan, who will take over 
from January, has praised King 
while promising to develop his 
own more "theatrical" style of 
interviewing. 

"I have watched Larry King 
Live for much of the last 25 
years, and dreamed of one day 
filling the legendary sus¬ 
penders of the man I consider 
to be the greatest TV inter¬ 
viewer of them all," he said. 


Johnny Depp remembers 'magical' 
night walks in Venice 


ROME (AFP) - US megastar 
Johnny Depp spoke fondly on 
Wednesday of his "magical" 
night-time walks through 
Venice while shooting his lat¬ 
est film "The Tourist," which 
has been nominated for three 
Golden Globe awards. 

Depp was speaking during a 
visit to Rome to promote the 
film, which was shot partly in 
Paris and partly in the famous 
island city in northern Italy, by 
"The Lives of Others" director 
Florian Henckel von Donners- 
marck and also stars Angelina 
Jolie. 

"My experience of Venice re¬ 
ally happened between 10pm 
and 2am when the streets 


closed and I was able to walk 
around and experience the po¬ 
etry of Venice, the ghosts of 
Venice, all those wonderful 
dark alleys," Depp said. 

"For an actor being able to film 
within the confines of that 
magical city certainly helps.... 
The city's magic shone through 
completely," said the actor, 
who wore a grey fedora hat, a 
cream waistcoat and a black 
neckerchief. 

"The Tourist" was nominated 
on Tuesday for the 2011 
Golden Globe awards for best 
comedy, best actor for Depp 
and best actress for Jolie. 

The film, which was shot over 
five months in Venice earlier

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Lochte on the double as records 
tumble in Dubai 



DUBAI (AFP) - American 
Ryan Lochte bagged his sec¬ 
ond gold medal of the world 
short course swimming 
championships here on 
Thursday as two new world 
records were set on the sec¬ 
ond night of competition. 

Lochte, 26, was first to get 
in on the action, claiming his 
second title here, but more 
importantly also the first in¬ 
dividual world record of 
2010 . 

He sped to victory in the 
400m individual medley in 
3min 55.50sec, slicing close to 
two seconds off the previous 
mark set by Laszlo Cseh of 
Hungary in December last year. 

Lochte was then also in¬ 
volved in the second record- 
breaking race of the night, 
but had to settle for the silver 
with his teammates in the 
4x200m freestyle relay. 

The Americans were neck 
and neck with the Russian 
quartet of Nikita Lobintsev, 
Danila Izotov, Evgeny La¬ 
gunov and Alexander Sukho- 
rukov, but it was the Russians 
who took the gold in a world 
record time of 6:49.04. 

The American team of 
Peter Vanderkaay, Lochte, 
Garrett Weber-Gale and 
Richard Berens, also dipped 
under the previous world

mark of 6:51.05, set by 
Canada in August last year, 
taking silver in 6:49.58. 
France were third in 6:53.05. 

"We really wanted to beat 
the US team and we were 
happy to do it," said Izotov. 

"We were very confident 
that we could do it and hope 
this can become a tradition. 
Everybody did their best and 
we are extremely happy." 

Although Lochte wouldn't 
have been pleased to miss out 
on another world title in the 
relay, his gold earlier in the 
evening completes a hat-trick 
of titles in the 400m individ¬ 
ual medley, having also won 
at the 2006 and 2008 world 
championships. 

"I wasn't really expecting 
that (world record). I was 
going out there, racing the 
field, and I had no idea where 
I was during the race. I'm re¬ 
ally happy, it was a world 
record and you have to be 
happy with that," Lochte said. 

In the 100m backstroke, it 
was Russia's European cham¬ 
pion Stanislav Donets who 
claimed gold in a champi¬ 
onship record time of 49.07 
seconds, with Camille La- 
court of France taking silver 
in 49.80 and Aschwin Wilde - 
boer Faber of Spain bronze in 


50.04. 

Meanwhile, South African 
world record holder Cameron 
van der Burgh went one bet¬ 
ter than his silver in Man¬ 
chester two years ago to take 
gold in the 100m breaststroke 
in another championship 
record time of 56.80. 

Italy's Fabio Scozzoli was 
second in 57.13 with Brazil's 
Felipe Silva taking the 
bronze in 57.39. 

"This is a great wrap up to 
the season. It's been long but 
a great season and fantastic to 
at least defend my title as 
world record holder," said 
van der Burgh. 

America's Natalie Cough¬ 
lin also got in on the record- 
breaking action, taking gold in 
the women's 100m backstroke 
in a championship record time 
of 56.08. Zhao Jing of China 
was second in 56.18 and Gao 
Chang third in 56.21. 

Russia's Evgeny Ko- 
rotyshkin claimed gold in the 
men's 100m butterfly in 
50.23 seconds with Albert 
Subirats losing out by just 
one hundredth of a second, 
but taking Venezuela's first 
medal of the championships, 
with Brazil's Kaio Almeida 
winning bronze. 

American Rebecca Soni 
took top honours in the 
women's 50m breaststroke, 
bagging the gold in 29.83sec 
while Australia's Leiston 
Pickett took silver, also by 
just one hundredth of a sec¬ 
ond, with China's Zhao Jin 
third in 29.90. 

Spain went 1 -2 in the 
women's 800m freestyle, with 
Erika Villaecija taking gold in 
8:11.61 and Wednesday's dou¬ 
ble gold medallist Mireia Bel¬ 
monte the silver in 8:12.48.

PARIS (AFP) - Seven previ¬ 
ous winners and three debu¬ 
tants are among the sides in 
the hat for today's eagerly- 
awaited Champions League 
last 16 knock-out stage draw 
in Switzerland. 

The teams that have made 
it through the first round 
group stage will be divided 
into two pots - group winners 
and group runners-up - in the 
draw at UEFA's headquarters 
in Nyon. 

Clubs from the same 
group, or from the same 
country, cannot meet. 

Holders Inter Milan, who 
were pipped to first place in 
Group A by Champions 
League newcomers Totten¬ 
ham, could face a trip to Old 
Trafford to face Manchester 
United, or Chelsea. 

Spurs, as reward for top¬ 
ping their table, will avoid 
the likes of Barcelona, nine¬ 
time winners Real Madrid, or 
Bayern Munich, with Danish 
outfit FC Copenhagen or Va¬ 
lencia among the sides they 
could be drawn against. 

Arsenal, runners-up in 
their group to Shakhter 
Donetsk, could be pitted 
against Barcelona, who 
knocked the Gunners out at 
the quarter-final stage last 
season. 

"Let's be realistic, 
Barcelona are the super 
favourite at the moment," Ar¬ 
senal manager Arsene 
Wenger reflected. 

"But we take what we get 
and if it is Barcelona, it is 
Barcelona. 

"In the last 16 it becomes 
a different competition, a cup 
competition and that means 
for 180 minutes you have to 
be at your top." 

For his part Didier De- 
schamps, manager of Group 
F runners-up Marseille, com¬ 
mented: "I would like to 
avoid Barcelona, Real 
Madrid, Manchester United 
or Bayern Munich. 

"These sides have major 
match experience. At the mo¬ 
ment those who are really 
strong are the Spanish. Man¬ 
chester United will be even 
more performing in February 
than they are now, and Bay¬ 
ern will be better than they 
are now once they get back 
(Arjen) Robben." 

The eight seeded group 
winners will be away for the 
first legs and at home for the 
return legs.

Lee delighted to land back 
in Philly 
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Pitcher Cliff Lee #33 of the Philadelphia Phillies adjusts

PHILADELPHIA(AFP) - 
Cliff Lee spumed more lucra¬ 
tive offers for a chance to 
bring his family back to 
Philadelphia and become part 
of what could be a histori¬ 
cally strong Phillies rotation. 

"If s plenty of money," Lee 
said Wednesday after his 
five-year, 120 million-dollar 
deal with the Phillies was fi¬ 
nalized. "When you hit a cer¬ 
tain point, enough's enough. 
It's just a matter of where 
you're comfortable, where 
you're happy, where your 
family's the most comfort¬ 
able, what team gives you the 
best chance to win. 

"At this point, it's about 
trying to win champi¬ 
onships," the star left-handed 
hurler said. "That's really the 
number one thing for me. I 
think this team gives me the 
best chance to do that. That's 
really it." 

The Texas Rangers offered 
Lee more money to stay, 
while the Yankees offered 
him more money to move to 


New York. 

Instead, Lee opted to re¬ 
turn to the Phillies, who 
traded him away a year ago 
after he helped them reach 
the 2009 World Series. 

"It feels great to land back 
here in Philadelphia," Lee 
said at a press conference at 
the Phillies' ballpark, where 
he donned a red pin-striped 
Phillies jersey with his num¬ 
ber 33. 

"I never wanted to leave 
this place in the first place." 

The Rangers had hoped 
they could persuade the two- 
time All-Star and 2008 Amer¬ 
ican League Cy Young Award 
winner - who helped Texas to 
reach their first World Series 
last season - to stay. 

The big-spending Yankees 
appeared to be their biggest 
rivals for Lee's services. 

But Philadelphia had an¬ 
other strong drawing card in 
starting pitchers Roy Halla- 
day, Roy Oswalt and Cole 
Hamels, who will join with 
Lee to form a formidable 


starting rotation. 

The Phillies' top four 
starters have three Cy Young 
Awards, 13 All-Star game ap¬ 
pearances, two National 
League Championship Series 
Most Valuable Player awards, 
one perfect game and one 
postseason no-hitter to their 
combined credit. 

"That was the main thing, 
getting a chance to be part of 
that rotation with this team 
and what they've kind of es¬ 
tablished in the Nationa 
League East, being the leader 
there," Lee said. "It was kind 
of a no-brainer." 

Lee denied that his deci¬ 
sion to reject the Yankees had 
anything to do with report¬ 
edly boorish behavior of Yan¬ 
kees fans toward his wife and 
the wives of other Rangers 
players during postseason 
games. 

"No one came up to my 
wife and spat on her. Nobody 
poured anything on her," Lee 
said. "You go to any stadium, 
the opposing team stands and 
starts cheering, especially in 
the postseason, fans are going 
to say things to them, they're 
going to do things, that's part 
of it. 

"That story was way 
overblown and was false and 
had zero to do with the whole 
thing," Lee said. 

Lee clearly appreciates 
passionate fans - something 
Philadelphia is famous for. 

"The intensity that you can 
feel when you get in the 
game, it has an elevated feel 
to it. Compared to every¬ 
where else, it's completely 
different," Lee said of the at¬ 
mosphere created by Phillies 
fans. 

"I don't know what the 
fans do to create that much 
more volume and excitement 
in the stadium, but it's defi¬ 
nitely something extra here." 


Judge reinstates Mayweather 
arrest warrant 


LAS VEGAS (AFP) - A 
judge has reinstated an arrest 
warrant for boxer Floyd 
Mayweather jnr on a misde¬ 
meanor battery complaint for 
his run-in with a security 
guard over parking tickets. 

Las Vegas police Officer 
Bill Cassel said Thursday that 
the warrant, first issued on 
December 8, requires May¬ 
weather to turn himself in or 
face arrest at any time. 

Las Vegas Justice of the 
Peace Tony Abbatangelo 
signed the arrest warrant for 
Mayweather after a Decem¬ 
ber 7 court hearing, but im¬ 
mediately quashed it. 


Abbatangelo said at the 
time that he would allow 
Mayweather to remain free, 
noting that the fighter was al¬ 
ready at liberty on 33,000 
dollars bail ahead of a Janu¬ 
ary 24 arraignment date on an 
unrelated charge. 

But prosecutors argued 
this week that Mayweather 
had received special treat¬ 
ment and the arrest warrent 
was reinstated. 

If convicted of the misde¬ 
meanor batter charge, May¬ 
weather faces a possible 
six-month jail sentence and a 
1,000-dollar fine.

Wade shines as James' US official hits out at Japan 

Heat down Cavs over Classic 



MIAMI (AFP) - Dwyane 
Wade scored 17 of his 28 
points in the fourth quarter 
Wednesday as the Heat 
notched a second victory this 
season over Cleveland, the 
team LeBron James spurned 
in his move to Miami. 

James, who crushed Cavs 
fans with his decision to de¬ 
part Cleveland as a free agent 
and team up with Wade and 
Chris Bosh in Miami, scored 
21 points and hauled in a sea¬ 
son-high 13 rebounds as the 
Heat triumphed 101-95. 

The Heat won their 10th 


straight game, but the tena¬ 
cious Cavaliers prevented 
them from becoming just the 
fourth NBA team to win 10 in 
a row all by double-digit mar¬ 
gins. 

Bosh scored 16 points for 
Miami, who got 14 points 
from Mario Chalmers and 11 
from James Jones. 

? Tve never won 10 games 
in a row,” Bosh said. ”So I’m 
happy.” 

Daniel Gibson scored 26 
points for the Cavaliers, and 
Anderson Varejao had 18 
with 15 rebounds. Antawn 
Jamison scored 15 points and 
Mo Williams added 13 for 
the Cavs, who lost their ninth 
straight. 

”1 couldn't ask for them to 
play any harder than they 
played,” Cavaliers coach 
Byron Scott said. ”1 thought 
they were terrific effort-wise. 
They competed for 48 min¬ 
utes.” 

The Heat played at Cleve¬ 
land on December 2, when 
Cavs fans ruthlessly jeered 
their former hero. James 
scored 38 points in leading 
Miami to victory in that con¬ 
test, and while the Heat re¬ 
main unbeaten since then 
Cleveland remain without a 
victory. 


TOKYO (AFP) - A top US 
baseball official hit out at 
Japanese players Thursday 
for demanding more money 
to compete in the next World 
Baseball Classic, the sport's 
equivalent of the football 
World Cup. 

Jim Small, the managing 
director of the US Major 
League Baseball organisation 
in Japan, said paying Japan¬ 
ese players more to play at 
the event would mean less 
money for promoting the 
sport in new countries. 

Japan are defending WBC 
champions but have yet to 
commit to the 2013 event. 

"The issue is, they feel 
they should be compensated 
differently than right now,” 
Small told reporters Thurs¬ 
day, according to Kyodo 
news agency. "We obviously 
disagree.” 

The US Major League 
Baseball organisation created 
the WBC to promote the 
game worldwide by featuring 
their stars fighting for their 
countries. 

Small said Japanese play¬ 
ers needed to understand that 
the WBC existed for the 
greater good of the game and 
not for making money. 

"Our goal is for most of 


the money in the tournament 
to go back to into building 
baseball,” he said, according 
to Kyodo. 

With baseball out of the 
Olympics and no money 
coming from the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee, 
the WBC is now a vital 
source of revenue, he said.
